Responsive to the Restriction Requirement mailed January 23, 2007, Applicants elect 
Group I, Claims 1-50 and 73-78, drawn to a method for identifying or determining the relative 
affinity of an MHC binding peptide and a system for identifying an MHC binding peptide for an 
MHC monomer, classified in Class 435, subclass 7.1 and Class 435, subclass 810, respectively. 

Applicants also elect HLA class I, HLA-A2/p2 microglobulin/MARTl; 100-fold molar 
excess of competitor peptide; incubating the sample for about 2-20 hours at about 21 degrees C; 
tracer peptide is HBc 18-27 tagged with FITC; only one competitor peptide is used; and the HLA 
complex is soluble, as the various species. Applicants submit that claims 2-25, 27-50, and 74-77 
appear to read on the elected species.
